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Disaster Relief Activities

When a Home Can be
Reweatherized Due to a Disaster

‘Tis the season for rain, rain and more rain, which is then
followed by flooding. In years past, there have been ques-
tions about when and if a home damaged by a disaster can
be reweatherized. Fortunately, we have guidelines set forth in
Section 5.65 of the Policy and Procedures manual (and out-
lined below) to help us determine what can be done to help
our clients.

Previously weatherized low-income homes damaged by a
disaster may be reweatherized if the damage is not covered
by insurance. A home damaged by a disaster may be re-
weatherized regardless of the date the home was originally
weatherized. However, program funds may only be used to
cover weatherization costs not covered by homeowners and/
or flood insurance and FEMA funds. A Presidential or Guber-
natorial Order does not have to be made in order to reweath-
erize a dwelling damaged by a disaster. However, the re-
weatherization of a dwelling damaged by a disaster should be
delayed for a reasonable length of time, if possible, to see if
either a Presidential or Gubernatorial Order will be made
which could result in other (e.g. FEMA funds) sources of
funds that will pay for the damage.

Under certain circumstances, DOE will allow the use of
weatherization-funded personnel and equipment to be used
for disaster relief activities that are “non-traditional” weatheri-
zation activities. Examples of non-traditional weatherization
disaster relief activities where weatherization-funded person-
nel or equipment could be used would be clean-up activities
in eligible homes or in public areas that benefit low-income
persons and delivery of emergency supplies (for flood or tor-
nado disasters) and the evacuation of residents and filling
sandbags (for flood disasters). For these non-traditional ac-
tivities to be allowed, a Presidential or Gubernatorial Order
must be made declaring either a federal or state emergency
in the area and the DCAA and DOE must approve the disas-
ter relief activities.

Once a Presidential or Gubernatorial Order has been made in
a county or counties within an agency’s service area, an
agency wishing to use weatherization-funded personnel and/
or equipment for disaster relief activities that are “non-
traditional” weatherization activities, must request approval
from the Bureau of Weatherization.

All items in between the
first and last items, including the first and last items, will
be highlighted.

e  Ctrl + Mouse Click

If you have items you would like highlighted but you don't
want an entire list of items highlighted, simply hold the
Ctrl key down and click your mouse on the various items
you would like highlighted.

New Energy Star Criteria for Washing Machines and
CFLs—DOE recently announced that more stringent require-
ments are being put in place for all washing machines under
the Energy Star label. By July 1, 2009, all qualifying Energy
Star washing machines will have to be at least 43% more
efficient than the current federal energy efficiency standards
and have a maximum water factor (WF) of 7.5; that is, each
load will use 7.5 gallons of water per cubic foot of capacity.
By January 1, 2011, all Energy Star washing machines will be
59% more efficient than mandated energy standards and will
have a maximum WF of 6.0. The 2011 criteria are expected
to save consumers $120 million on annual utility bills while
saving 11.2 billion gallons of water and 659 million kilowatt
hours of electricity. Energy Star is a joint program of DOE and
the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency.

DOE also announced more stringent Energy Star require-
ments for compact fluorescent light bulbs (CFLs.) As of No-
vember 2008, CFLs must be tested by an independent third
party, and as of December 2, 2008, all Energy Star CFLs will
be required to contain less than 5 milligrams of mercury per
bulb and to meet more stringent lamp color requirements.
CFLs with reflectors, such as spotlights, will have to meet
new high-heat testing requirements. The criteria will also be
expanded to include CFLs with a smaller screw-in base,
called a "candelabra" base. See the DOE press release and

DOE Announces New Energy Star Criteria for Water Heat-
ers—DOE established new Energy Star criteria for water
heaters last week, setting the wheels in motion for the first
water heaters to carry the Energy Star label next year. The
new criteria apply to solar water heaters, advanced drop-in
integrated heat pump water heaters, and three gas-fired de-
signs: high-performance storage tank, condensing, and
whole-home tankless water heaters. The criteria will be imple-
mented across two years, with the first phase being initiated
on January 1, 2009. The second phase, introducing stronger
standards, will take effect on September 1, 2010. According
to DOE projections, these new water heater criteria could,
after five years of being implemented, save about $780 mil-
lion in utility costs, avoid 4.2 million tons of carbon dioxide
emissions, and achieve cumulative energy savings of more
than 3.9 billion kilowatt-hours and 270 million therms of natu-
ral gas. For more information about the specific requirements
for each type of water heater, see the DOE press release.

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Questions and Answers

Question: How often do we need to obtain new vendor
agreements with appliance vendors? What if my vendor will
not sign a 12-month agreement?

Question: Why is the state so insistent that we take pictures
of mold/moisture problems, bad furnaces, existing damage to
a home, etc.?

Question: A client called about a refrigerator that we installed
1-1/2 years ago and said that it is no longer working. After
inspecting the unit, we found that it needs to be replaced and
is no longer covered under the manufacturers’ warranty. Can
we replace the unit and charge it to the program? What about
the loss of perishable food?

Answer: Agreements may be signed on whatever schedule
you choose. Some agencies obtain new agreements every 3
months, some obtain them every 6 months, and other agen-
cies obtain them every 12 months. Set your agreements for
whichever time frame works for you and your vendor/s. As a
side note, if you have more than one vendor, you can have
them on different cycles if needed. For instance, if vendor #1
is willing to agree to hold prices for a 12-month period, you
can have that vendor sign a 12-month agreement. However,
if vendor #2 is only willing to agree to hold pricing for 3
months, have that vendor sign a 3-month agreement. No mat-
ter which length of agreements you choose, simply ensure
they do not expire to remain compliant with the Weatheriza-
tion Programs’ rules and regulations.

Answer: We are so insistent about taking pictures not only
because it protects the client, but also because it could poten-
tially protect the agency should a dispute be taken to court.
As they say, a picture is worth a thousand words. Remem-
ber, however, that pictures should never be taken of a cli-
ents’ personal belongings unless it has something to do with
the issue at hand.

Answer: Based on Program Notice 08-01 that you recently
received, if a refrigeration appliance installed by the agency
does not work well and is no longer covered by the warranty,
the appliance may be replaced by the agency within 5 years
of the date it was installed. The program, however, will not
cover the loss of perishable food.

The refrigerator/freezer meter readings need to be re-
ported in WAMS whether or not an appliance is replaced.

Venting on water heaters and furnaces must meet the
code requirements in the National Fuel Gas Code.

When dense-packing floored attics, the ends of the
floored runs need to be stuffed with insulation in order for
the insulation to be dense-packed (Section 5014 p.7 of
the Work Standards).

All of the agencies inspected this quarter had some minor
problems with the wall insulation not being complete,
mostly over windows and doors.

Applied weatherstripping needs to be caulked and be neat
in appearance (Section 4010 p. 4 of the Work Stan-
dards ).

Exhaust fans need a termination made for that purpose.
Roof, gable, or soffit vents are not acceptable to use for
the exhaust fan termination (Section 2090 p.109 of the
Work Standards). Insulation applied to the vent ducts
needs to go all away around the ducts.

The ceiling above suspended ceilings must be intact and
air-tight (Section 4010 p. 2 of the Work Standards).

When there are openings in the furnace cabinet that are
used as part of the combustion air intake, grommets need
to be used that are made for that purpose rather than
metallic tape.

The condensate line for the furnace should not go outside
or terminate outside (Section 2020 p. 20 of the Work
Standards)
